Indefatigable steamed into the hai- 
bor late last night, heralding its ar- 
rival, with a saiuw 01 'iree cannon 
shots, which created a panic in the 
city until the cause of the firing be- 
came known.

Government officials ex- 
press considerable dissatisfaction at 
the ships arrival. 
They say foreign- 


ers are in no danger, but that demon- 
strations of this kind are just what 
are calculated to stir up anti-foreign 
feeling.

The United States wanted to be on 


the scene of the trouble first. There 
might «be considerable embarrassment, 
the officials thought, if foreign pow- 
ers should take the initiative in Hayti 
without consultation with the United 
•States. The State Department has not 
in any way criticised the Haytien gov- 
ernment for the execution of revolu- 
tionists, but it is aware that that act 
Is likely to produce internal disorders 
which might demand the intervention 
of outside nations in the interests of 
their own citizens.

—This week the most important mat-

the 


form in which it passed the senate 
early in the session that it must go 
back to the senate for concurrence in 
the amendments. 'There are 
oppo- 


nents of the initiative and referendum 
on both sides of the house, but the 
number is naturally larger on the Re- 
publican side than among the Demo- 
crats. The initiative and referendum 
was a part ol the state Democratic 
platform in 1905, when the members 
of this legislature were elected, so 
that the Democratic 
members 
are 


committed to the measure by 
the 


pledge in the Democratic platform, al- 
though some ^\ill not abide by that 
pledge 
The 
Republican 
members, 


after having deliberately held back 
the resolution through their control of 
the house judiciary committee until 
after the Republican convention, will 
be willing enough to let the resolution 
go through now, to placate the labor 
vote of the state if possible, on ac- 
count of the hard throw-down given

measures and men. favored by organiz- 
ed labor in the recent state conven- 
tion, which, endorsed Taft and Taft 
policies.

State Auditor Guilbert will get more

Had the governor gone 
ahead and investigated without asking 
for an appropriation the legislature 
would have had nothing to say. But 
the governor asked for an appropria- 
tion and appropriations require a two- 
thirds vote, which is 18 more than the 
total number of Republican members 
In the house. This made it impossible 
to rush the 
bill 
through without 


amendment, as recommended by the 
finance committee. This is what en- 
abled the Democratic minority to ex- 
ecute the best coup of the 
session. 


The 
amendments offered 
by 
Mr. 


Stockwell started the usual panic on 
the Republican side. The usual fili- 
buster was started to "down the Dem- 
ocrats" before the amateur Republi- 
can leaders realized that they were 
merely adding fuel to the flames, as 
they did when they resisted further 
investigation of the state treasury on 
the purely partisan proposition that 
"it is nobody's business how a state 
official conducts his private business. 
They also found that they were piling 
tip obstacles against the 
request of 


the governor for an investigation of 
Mr. Guilbert's official record, and that 
opposition to the amendments would 
give a more vivid color to suspicion, 
so they subsided" and let the amend- 
ments go in. 
* * * 


As amended the bill does not give 


the governor absolute control'of the 
probing of Auditor Guilbert's record. 
The investigation is to be open to the 
public, and any member of the legisla- 
ture is to be permitted to ask ques- 
tions of witnesses, which means that 
5Ir. Guilbert will have opportunity to 
answer some very pointed, pungent, 
pertinent and penetrating questions 
before he gets through. The investi- 
gation is not to be confined to the 
state auditor's office, but is to include 
all the public boards and commissions 
of which Mr. Guilbert is a member ex- 
officio. This is not the kind of an in- 
vestigation Mr. Guilbert expected. His 
request filed with the governor shows 
that-.he expected 
the 
governor to 


maKe an inspection of his 
office as 


provided by law, while an investiga- 
tion of other state offices, departments 
and institutions would be made by a 
bureau of Bis office; 
or, in other 


woicls. that the state offices, depart- 
ments and institutions would-be in- 
vestigated "by- attaches of a state,"der 
partment under investigation.

City Auditor Provided With Funds to 


Fight Water Works Ordinance.

The members of the city council 


'were set all in a flutter at last night's 
meeting when a number or ladies be- 
gan filing into the council chamber. 
It was a part of Councilman Fulton's 
women followers who swished into 
council to tell "the reason wliy" we 
need that library established. 


Even President Rossel blushed as 


he called upon seveial of the ladies 
present to express themselves on the 
subject. Mrs. William Kellenberger, 
Miss Anne Wotring, Mrs. CJ. O. Stev- 
ens, Mrs. E. S. Randolph, and Secre- 
tary Maylone of the board of trade, 
delivered short talks in which they 
pointed out the value to the city of 
the mere founding or establishing of 
a library. Mr. Maylone said that one 
man had offered, in his presence, to 
give $200 toward the establishment of 
a city library. 


Mr. Fulton gave a talk on the sub- 


ject and appealed ifor the passage of 
the library ordinance on nehalf 
of 


young Newark, asserting that, while 
the "city council has it in its power 
to make an appropriation for a city 
library, such was not included in his 
ordinance which simply called for the 
•establishment of the library and 
the 


arrangement of the manner of 
its 


government. This 
provides 
for a 


board of six trustees, two ladies and 
four gentlemen, to be appointed by 
the mayor, and "approved by 
the 


council. 


The ordinance was passed without 


so much as a question, although it 
was evidfntly expected that there 
would be some opposition, 
which, 


however, did not materialize when it 
was learned 'tSatr- iio immediate ap- 
propriation would be necessary. May- 
or Atherton, being present, affixed his 
signature to the ordinance with that 
of President Rossel. 


The resolution, by ' Mr. Fulton, to 


the effect that the "city auditor be pro- 
vided with counsel; Jr. the case of Au- 
ditor Maurath verges 'H, M. Verrill, 
was adopted." TbesfgsolutioiL provides 
the appropriatrotf^.^te^BOm of ?3{)0 
for fighting the cfee-*an'd suggests 
that the city employ B. G. Smythe 
and* J. R. Fitzgibbon. The motion for 
adoption was seconded by Mr. Kuster. 
The amount of ?1,000, which, was sug- 
gested at a former meeting of 
the 


council, was met with, almost unani- 
mous objection on the ground that 
the appropriation was entirely beyond 
the amount really necessary. 


Engineer Wells reported 
to

council that his plans for the Moull 
street drainage and sanitary sewer 
had been completed.
